bounds.

The  Invader*  be  they  German*  or 
Japanese,  must  everywhere  be  re- 
garded us  infected  persons,  to  o« 
shunned  and  Isolated  a*  far  as  pos- 
sible Where  active  re- i.Munee  la  im- 
possible. passive  resistance  must  be 
maintained. 

The  invaders  and  tyrunts  must  be 
made  to  feel  lhat  their  fleeting 
iriumplis  will  hove  a terrblle 
reckoning  qnd  that  they  »re 
haunted  men  and  that  their  cause 
la  doomed  Particular  punishment 
will  be  reserved  for  the  Quislings 
and  traitors  who  make  themselves 
the  tools  of  the  enemy  They  will 
be  handed  o\er  to  the  Judgment  of 
their  fellow -count rvmrn 
Sir  there  is  n third  phase  which 
must  oho  be  contemplated,  namely 
the  assault  upon  the  citadels  and 
homelands  of  the  guilty  powers  both 
In  Europe  and  in  Asia 

THE  FORWARD  LIGHT 
Thus  I endeavor  In  a few  words  to 
cast  some  forward  light  upon  the 
dark,  inscrutable  mysteries  of  the 
future  But  in  thus  forecasting  the 
course  along  which  we  should  seek 
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to  advance,  we  muat  never  forget 
that  the  power  of  the  enemy  and 
the  action  of  the  enemy  may  at 
every  stage  affect  our  fortunes. 

Moreover.  Sir,  you  will  notice  that 
I have  not  attempted  to  assign  any 
tune  limits  to  the  various  phase*. 
These  time  limit*  depend  upon  our 
exertions  and  upon  our  achieve- 
ments. and  on  the  hazardous  and 
uncertain  course  of  the  war 

Nevertheless,  1 feel  n Is  right  at 
this  moment  to  make  It  clear  that, 
while  an  ever  - increasing  bombing 
offensive  against  Germany  will  re- 
main one  of  the  principal  methods 
by  which  we  hope  to  bring  the  war 
to  an  end.
